U Of 0 Council Refuses 
To Cancel Amendment 

OTIAWA (CUP) — Students -Council of the University of Ottawa refused 



■ ' A motion to cancel the consti- 
tution was defeated 11-2. 

Council stated tliat it was un- 
willing to destroy the previous 
year's work, and the dissenting 
executive members had hoped to 
accomplish two things by request- 
ing the withdrawal: to make 
changes which might bring about 
an amendment in the contro- 
versial student manual, ami 
strengthen its- own: position by 
bringing - non^fflliated campus 
organizations under council juris- 
diction. 

FULCRUM REPORT 

' Arnold Amber, editor of the 
' Fulcrum, University of Ottawa's 
newspaper, presented a report to 
Council concerning the student 
manual. He pointed out that the 
majority of students had not 
read and were indifferent to the 
bilingual book published by the 
administration. The manual, he 
said, was prepared with the aid 
of students and placed more than 
the usual amount of restriction 
upon them. He also stated tiiat 
' many students were afraid to 
express opinions because of "rc- 
, percussions" from the University. 

For close to ten vears student 
councils have submitted constitu- 
tions to the university adminis- 
tration. These submission^ were 
either never returned or return- 
ed too late in the term for a 
Council vote. In refusing to 
withdraw the proposed constitu- 
tion council, membm; felt it -was 
better to allovir^thé^iutboritics to 
declare their stand before taking 
any fui;ther action on the hand- 
.book or the constitution. 

EDITOR RESIGNS 

FoUowlng the meêùng; the edi* 
tor of the student newspaper "La 
Rotonde", Paul Laroche indicated 
that he would hand in his resi- 
gnation, "I am leaving my post 
because of the amount of school 
work that is piUng up. AUo, to 
a lesser degree, because the stu- 
dent body and Council .are not 
behind us", he said. He Wded; 
"We hoped that if Jfae • constitu- 



tion had been withdrawn it would 
show that the students did not 
approve of the handbook". 

INDEFINITE INTERPRETATION 

He expressed the belief that 
while the university has the right 
to make rules, some of those in 
the handbook are too strict. 

"Wliat is wrong is that too 
many interpretations can be given 
to cerUin articles", said Laroche, 
"The administration and the 



students should understand~'cach 
other perfectly so that there will 
be a smgie interpretation, which 
is very important in the applica- 
tion of such laws". "At present", 
he concluded "we must take what 
is good for us and step by step, 
by friendly diiscussion, try for 
results. Laroche is in the Law 
faculty. He stated that he would 
run for the French vice-presi- 
dency in the next student elec- 
tion. 



Measly 10 Missing 
For Magical Goal 

490 pints of blood were collected at yesterday's blood 
donor clinic, a new record- for one day at a McGill clinic. 
The magic goal of 500 pints was very closely approached 
and could have been realized but for the fact that the 
Red Cross workers were unwilling to go past 5 o'clock in 
the afternoon. 



When it was realized that the 
clinic might possibly go over the 
500 mark yesterday afternoon, 
members of the Blood Drive çom- 
mittee scoured the Union and 
various campus buildings in a 
valiant attempt to roundup do- 
nors. Enough donors had been 
collected to take the total over, 
but they were turned away at 
the door as 5 o'clock arrived 
The Blood Drive committee ex 
pressed their apolocies to those 
who were turned away' and 
hoped that this would not deter 
them from coming again. 

Significantly, in spite of the 
record number of pints collected 
yesterday, the clinic operated at 
top efficiency all day and there 
was never any lineup. A slight 
backlog developed at 11 am 
when one half of the clinic staff 
went to lunch, but the Blood 
Drive committee has arranged 
for the staff to take their lunch 
hour nt different limes to avoid 
even this sligtit hitch m the over- 
all organizational aetup. 

MO OBJECTIVE 

Today the clinic will remain 
open until 8 o'docl; in the ev- 
ening, in an attempt to pass 
the 600 mark. This daily objective 
will have to be collected for the 
remaining three days if the Drive 
is to meet its objective of 2750 
plus pints of blood. A spokes- 
man for the committee said that 
this late clinic, which is an in- 
novation, was set up especially 
to accommodate those who are 
busy - throughout the. regular 
hours of the week. The com- 
mittee also hoped that all those 
who were unable to attend at 
any other hour would take ad- 
vantage of this late clinic. He 
promised adequate facilities right 
up to 8 o'clock that would be 
sufficient to cope with any rush.

Marchand of the Montreal Branch, 
Red Cross Society.

Sauvé's Grants Plan Reviewed

Quality vs. Quantity 

The National Association of Education, an Ame- 
j-ican organization, has recently concluded exhaustive re- 
search on the lack of qualified teachers in U S colleges 
and universities. They bèlieve that in the next ten years 
the teacher shortage will necessitate a twenty per cent 
increase in the number of students per college teacher. 
The report goes on to suggest several methods by which 
this could be accomplished. « i. • i 

- Although the study was made in the U.S. it certainly 
can be applied to Canada as well. Qualified teaching 
staff are always needed in Canadian universities and the 
growth of our institutions seems to be faster than that 
of the teaching staffs. , , 

In the light of the Canadian problem, it would not 
be unreasonable to study the suggestions of the NE A s 
report Topping the list were two suggestions which, in _ 
that they seem contrary to the true conception of a uni- 
versity, merit considerable thought. 

First NEA proposes that larger classes be utilized 
nt the iun'ior college or lower year university levels. Here 
at McGill we already have considerable number of large 
classes. It is not uncommon for such freshman courses 
as English, chemistry, and physics to have 250 to 400 
students per lecture. To add more students would be inju- 
dicious (even with the use of television and other ine- 
chanical equipment which NEA sugge-sts). Universities 
originated as small groups of students meetmg with edu- 
cated men. The groups learned through discussion and 
lecture; they did not learn by sitting in hundreds as si- 
lent as stones, listening but nofasking questions. 

It is indeed an improvement to note that this year 
the freshmen English lectures have been cut in half and 
the extra time gained being given over to the smaller 
class sections. Rather than attempt to increase the nunri- 
ber of students per university teacher a reduction would 
- surely be in order in the universities. Quality must not 
be sacrificed for quantity at any cost. . ^ 

The second suggestion was to cut out the smaller 
courses in the universities and colleges, those which draw 
relatively few students. We suppose the NEA considers, 
them useless in the sense that they do not produce enough 
students per teacher-hour expended. It must be consi- 
dered, however, that it is the smaller and generally un- 
popular courses in the more advanced years that are the 
honours classes, be it Honours English or Honours Ma- 
thematics. Mass production in industry generally means 
a cheaper but shorter lasting product .thar\ ^.carefully; 
constructed single item. Witness the mass-produced Ford , 
and the bui!t-to-order Rolls Royce. The same argument . : 

. applies to education. ' „ i. \e ' ' 

American colleges and universities may well be for- . . 
ced to implement these suggestions by the NEA. If a 
similar, problem arises in Canada, however, we would be , 
wise to think twice before quantity replaces quality. 

O Cha-Cha-Cha, 0 Mores ;

" social success is heightened if we consider the yardsticks 
of social prestige used elsewhere in the world. In Eng- 
land, the social elite are the good fox hunters. The Uban- . 
gi tribe Jn Africa measures the social prestige of Its 
members by the number of seven inch gold neck bands 
■thëyAvear. " ■ ' ■ 

Granted that the Union dance lessons are inexpen- 
sive, but many commercial outfits are making a killing 
peddling expensive and sometimes even useless lessons on 
the fine points of this social custom. What we need here 
in North America^Iéîâ cheaper social custom which will 
delineate and define social prestige. 

' Does anyone have, any suggestions as to a oastom 
which win. be impossible to commercialize? , 



There as been a great change 
in the Provincial Government's 
attitude towards universities 
and higher education. This 
change is long overdue and 
most welcome. At last, under 
Premier Sauve, the Union Na- 
tionale Government is seeking 
in good faith to solve the Quebec 
university dilemma, or so it 
would seem at this moment. 
Gone are the mouthed platitudes 
about universities having -f 'delu- 
sions of grandeur", and instead 
concrete steps to set university 
education on a sound foundation 
are appearing: There is no rea- 
son to doubt the good faith of 
Premier Sauvo nt this time. Let 
us hope it will Inst. 

It li perhaps prematura to 
predict with any .certalfity what 
th« new policy of the Provincial 
Government v^lll be. However, 
recent reports suggest that the 
chengei we are likely to sec 
■re at follows : 

1. The universities in Quebec 
will receive their shares of the 
Federal Grants which have ac- 
cumulated over the past several 
years. This amount will be 
roughly $25 million at the end 
of the current year and will 
probably be distributed to the 
universities by Quebec In the 
ratio originally intended by the 
Federal Government. 

2. In the future, in lieu of 
Federal Grants, the Province of 
Quebec will be allowed to in- 
crease its corporation tax . from 
nine to ten per cent and this ad- 
ditional revenue will be used 
for grants to universities. The 
corporation, in turn, will be al- 
lowed to deduct the full ten 
per cent from the corporation 
tax paid to the Federal Govern- 
ment — at present only nine 
per cent is deductible. In effect, 
therefore, the Province will re- 
ceive one percent more of cor- 
poration taxes, the Federal 
Government one per cent less. 

This additional one per cent 
will be used for university 
grants by the Province, and no 
money would be received from 
the Federal Government 

a. Quebec will make statutory 
an annual amount of money for 
the universities. In this way 
each university would be assured 
of the grant it would receive froni 
- ihe province each year and 
could thus depend on this 
income. Grants therefore would 
' not be at the discretion of the 
Government but paid by law. 

Other changes, tome most 
praiseworthy (such at the gue 
ranteeing of loans to univer- 
tltlet'for capital expendlturet. 
' havd I alto been- promiied, :M 
thlf tlnte, though, I would like 
.to ceipment only on the changes. 
: ' enumerattd above, which ap: 
pear likely. 
I (Klhk that Vve, the students' 
• at MeGIII, have always favoured 
direct Federal Grants as re- 
ceived at present in other pro- 
vincis. That system still appears 
to me to be bett. If there it 
tome quettlon of the coitttitu- 
tionality of the Federal Granit, 
the eourtf thould be left to de- 
cide It, and/ If held to be un- 
conttltutlonal, the whole tyttem 
would have to be changed for 
■II provincet in Canada. Adopt- 
ing the presently proposed sug- 
gestion for Quebec would teem 
to indicate that wo have two 
constitutions for Canada— ^ one 
for Quebec and one for every 
bodfi else. 

.Maintaining federal grants 
hat the added advantage from 
thtiîunivertitlet' point of view 
of prévidinfl different tourccs of 
Income. With this comet grea- 
ter Independence for the uni- 
versity. To depend too heavily 
on any one teurce could meen 
to rltk the academic Indepen- 
dence of the institution. Alto It 
It ttf be remembered that the^ 
Mattey Commission firtt recom 
mended Federal grantt to uni 
versltlct because the univers! 
tits had b««n neglected by the 
provincial government and were 
in financial difficulties at a re 
tult. 

Realistically, however, if Fe- 
deral grants are politically un- 
acceptable In Quebec, we are 
forcedi wltb the gr«|ite«t reluc- 
tance, to • examine'iUltliiÈili'aolif- 



tions. Premier Sauve's scheme 
certainly holds promise. The 
principle of statutory provin- 
cial grants is something for which 
the students have fought, for 
many years, and, it is as pleas- 
ing as it is surprising (in light 
of past attitudes) to find it 
accepted. To keep grants inde- 
pendent from politics is the 
best possible solution. The ques- 
tion remains, however, as to 
their size. At McGill, wc have 
Insisted that the solution to the , 
university dilemma is in re- 
ceiving both federal and pro- 
vincial grants (i.e. the combined 
amount of both). If, Under the 
new scheme, the university will 
receive a . grant equivalent in 
size to what they received pro- 
vincially, as well as to what 
there were entitled to federally, 
then we welcome the scheme. If, 
on the other hand, the univer- 
sities are tp i-eceivc only the 
same amount as they have re- 



ceived from Quebec in the past, 
this' is no solution to the pro- 
blem and would not.be ncccpln- 
ble, even if statutory. The Pro- 
vincial government must realize 
that the size of their grants 
must be increased considerably 
to give the universities of Que- 
bec the income they need to 
operate progressively and effec- 
tively. . 

To summarize, therefore, the 
size of the grantt which the pro-

NEW LEAGUES 

Tiic Senior Team will compete in two leagues this season, both 
of which arc composed entirely of collegiate teams. The old 
Ont&rio Qiiebec Intercollegiate League has oeen divided into two 
sections, East and West. The Redmcn will play in the Easteri] 
section alone with Queen's, Toronto, and Mc^astcr. £ach team 
will play six eamcs,.* home and away game against the other 
three teams in the section. The team finisbing on top in the two 
divisions will playoff for the Intercollegiate title. The Western 
section will be composed of Westenj, Assumption, Toronto, atid 
Queen's — forcing Toronto and Queen's to compete in both sections. 

Tlie league was divided into .two segments this year to cut 
travel costs and also to minimize the time away from classes for the 
nlnyer:! competing in "away" games. The move was comtemplaled 
lor some time now, and sliould prove beneficial, to the basketball 
setup on the Intercollegiate level. 

The Redmcn will- also play in the Montreal Intercollegiate 
Basketball League which .consists of teams representing McGill, 
University of Montreal, Sir George, and Loyola. Each scnool will 
also have a team in the 'Junior' section of the city league. McGill 
meets I>oyola in the first scheduled game of- the Montreal Inter- 
coliegintc Basketball League on Tuesday night, November 17 here 
at the Currlo Gym. 

SEVEN RETURNEES 

Coach Sharp expect.s seven members. of last year's squad to 
line up with the 105!}-G0 edition of the Redmen. They are Gary 
Ulrich, John Moore, Al Klevorick, Cal Cooper, Ilan'cy Lazv. Tom 
Richards, and Irving Kirsch. Moore and Klevorick are still playing 
with the football team and will join the basketball>ranlu at the 
conclusion of the grid season. Only Ulrich and Moore were starters 
last year, leaving many opening on this season's quintet.- 

Aspiring to fill tJic openings in the lineup will be three boys 
up from the Junior team of last year. Ben Shore, top scorer on tfie 
1053-ÔU Junior team, Bruce Wilkie, a 6'5" centre, and Ekkchard 
.Bohmo will be vicing for positions during practice .sessions during 
the next few weelts. Morris ".Moose" Limonchik, who played for 
the Univprsity Settlement Junior Team for a number of years will 
also add strength to the Red and White lineup.
